SOLAR STATIONS 

A new generation of solar 
pov.vj stul Inns based on ihe 
llmrantt heroics I method lor con- 
verting solar energy Into dec- 
lrlrlly ts belug designed in Hie 
IlS.sR. These new stations aie 
lariiculaily promising not only 
liH-niisi! Uicy save a lot ol luel, 
but also because existing thcr- 
nidl stations burning coal and 
gns can be converted lo operate 
c>n ihe same principle. 

The Mellons will generate 
electricity as a result ol Lhe 
process of synthetic gas produc- 
tion used in the chemical in- 
dustry. Focussed by special 
mirrors, the solar rays will heat 
a ceacLor containing methane 
null carbon dioxide. In Lhe pre- 
sence of a catalyst, ibis mixture 
turns into synthetic gas. On 
burning, the gas gives oil heat, 
much of which Is derived from 
the sun. 

This method for cflplurlng 
the sun's heat can be used tn 
sunny weather. At night and on 
cloudy days Lho station will 
burn natural mcLhane or the 
sy n l he He gos accumulated dur- 
ing good weather. 

On cloudless days, lho 6yn- 
ihesirer will Bave between 30 
and 40 per cent of the fuel. An 
Important asset of the new gen- 
eration of power stations ia that 
the gas may be synthesized ai 
relatively low temperatures. 
This means tlial such stations 
i.an be butU tn moderate lati- 
tudes with relatively small 
amounlG of sunshine.

STORAGE STATIONS — A SOLUTION 
TO UNEVEN ELECTRICITY DEMAND 

ll I a common knowledge that the dally had on a 
power tytlem varies greatly. Peak loads are character* 
Isltc of lhe morning, day and especially evenings, while 
at nig hi lhe elect i Icily requirement is considerably 
lawar, writes JZVESTM. For many reasons ff Is nof 
eco/tomlcoJ lo operate power units by a regimen sub- 
[eel to sharp changes. A solution to this problem la 
ollcrcd by storage power siaikms which can In a mot- 
tor ol seconds by switched on or oil, depending on lhe 
electricity requirement. They ora therefore very el- 
ftcfenl In smoothing peak loads At night the station 
will be able to accumulate electric energy. 

In the not so disianf lulute, a pawcrlul storage sta- 
tion will bo bul/i on the Shopsha River, In the Lenin- 
grad Region. A dam as hlqh as a ten-storey building 
will extend lor about o ft/fomefre across Ihe river, plus 
a 40-metre high cor I hllll dam forming an oval giant 
basin, enough lo contain about 100 million cubic metres 
of water. This will be the tltst storage station fn the 
country's north-western region and one ol the biggest 
stations ol Us kind— with an aggregate capacity 
amounting lo moro than 1,500 MW provided by eight 
power units. 

LAKE BAIKAL — A TRAP 
FOR NEUTRINO 

Lake Baikal Is Ihe scene ol another experiment being 
undertaken by Soviet scientists.

However, further research has revealed that such an 
Installoilon should have n volume, ol millions of cubic 
metres or even thousands ol millions. Thus lai they are 
Impossible to bo built underground. There lore sclent 1st a 
decided to Install their equipment an tho bed of tho 
world's deepest lake, Baikal. 

One ot the reasons neutrino hunters suggested that 
Lake Baikal be used was because the atmosphere above 
the lake la unbelicvobly transparent. The level ol radio 
no iso there, produced by the decay ol radioactive 
Isotopes dissolved in Ihe wafer ts negligibly small.

The New Year Is o time lo Rive presents to 
one's friends and relations and the Soviet circus 
has millions of friends who pads the lent to 
capacity every evening. 

But tills New Year the Old Moscow Circus, 
on Tsvelnol Boulevard, has a special present up 
Its sleove for audiences — Yuri Durov and his 
Wild Animal Troupe. 

Durov Is a name that has been gracing circus 
posters the width and breadth of the country for 
more thou a century. "Undo Durov's Corner", 
the world's only animal theatre. Is well known 
and loved by Muscovites. 

Yuri Durov |unlor — Is a fourth generation 
member ol a famous circus dynasty of Bnlmal 
tamers and downs. Though Yurt Is not yet 30— 
he will bo celebrating bis Ihlrtielh birthday next 
year — he has worked for more than 20 yean 
in the ring. His first grand lop appearance was 
at the age of seven, when he came on as part 
of hla lather's star turn in his own individual 
number, 'The Dog-Maihematldan". A huge dog, 
considerably larger than his young tamer, de- 
lighted audiences by guessing numbers Bhowlng 
a perfect command of arithmetic. 

On Yuri senior's death, his son aged 17, took 
over Ihe star turn. That a 17-year-old should be 
put In charge of a major number, with dozens 
of animals taking part, was unprecedented In 
the history of dreus art. Many doubted whether 
he would be able to cope, but brilliant perfor- 
mances proved them wrong. Not only did Yuri 
manage to retain control ol the number, he even 
Improved It by adding some unique, new tricks. 

All Yuri's numbers are characterized by their 
perfect taming, his animals working freely and 
with incredible ease. One gets the Impression 
that they are really enjoying themselves. Indeed 
ono lends to forget that such lightness and ac- 
curacy Is the result of thousands of rehearsols, 
requires hours of exhausting work, as well as 
enormous patience. Every trick, true to “family 
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tradition", Is built up on a scientific basis. Ele- 
phants pirouette round the ring with the grace 
of ballet-dancers, seals — a Durov staple — per- 
form incredible Juggling feats with balls. They 
are followed by a chimpanzee, pony, a huge 
kangaroo, and — a unique achievement In ani- 
mal taming — by a group of cheetahs who per- 
form without any form of cage or neL Durov, 
evening alter evening, makes his appearance 
under the grand top in his glittering costume 
with Its elaborate white collar, his animal-col- 
leagues quietly and willingly succumb to hla 
command. The Durov system of animal-taming, 
based as U Is on encouragement rather than pu- 
nishment, Is rightly known for Its humanity, 

So Yuri Durov, the heir and perpetrator of the 
best traditions of the grand old family of Rus- 
sian and Soviet circus art, extends the warmest 
New Year greetings to his audiences wherever 
they may be.

♦ The Swedish technological 
development admlnlstrallon and 
the Swedish trade council have 
hpld a symposium in Moscow on 
energy and energy saving, spon- 
f° re f by ‘ho Stale Commlitee of 
llm USSR for Science and Tech- 
nology. Taking part in ih a 5 yin- 
poslum were engineers from two 
Swedish Institutes and nine 
firms, who gave reports on the 
latest achievements ol Swedish 
science and industry t r , these 
fields, as well as the Swedish 
experlonro in energy saving. 
The symposium considered issues 
related lo solar energy, electric- 
al power transmission. heal 
recuperation and Iha use of 
erniogically pure energy sour- 
ces 

♦ A symposium has been held 
nt the Finnish Soviet Chamber 
of Commerce in Moscow on 
Automobile tanks Tor hauling 
liquid and bulk materials spon- 
sored by the Finnish firm of 
llallming. The firm's engineers 
explained tlielr approach to 
designing autotanks as well as 
'p lhelr Insulation and auxiliary 
devices. Cost factors were also 
considered.

CMEA AND FINLAND 
STEP UP TRADE 

Finland and Ihe Council for 
Miilual Economic Assistance 
nave been successfully coopera- 
ting in economic, scientific and 
technical spheres In line with 
Uie principles and accords of ihe 
Final Act of the Helsinki Con- 
ference on Security and Coopera- 
tion In Europe. Tills was staled 
In Helsinki by Alpo Oksanen. 
secretary of the Finnish branch 
of ihe commission on cooperd- 
tlon between the CMEA and 
Finland. 

He pointed out that over the 
past eight years CMEA and 
Finnish foreign trade organiza- 
tions and firms signed 57 agree- 
ments on economic, Bclenllfic 
and technical cooperation which 
are being successfully imple- 
mented. 

Alpo Oksanen further em- 
phasized that a decade ago Fin- 
land became (be firai capitalist 
nation to sign an agreement on 
cooperation with CMEA. While 
Ihe la Iter's share In Finnish for- 
eign trade then stood at 15.2 per 
cent It shot up to 28.4 per cent 
in 1982. Trade with socialist 
countries is good for the Finnish 
economy, Oksanen pointed out.
